Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President's  call  lor  300,000  volunteers, 
to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  war,  to  611 
upthe  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  to 
Kentucky  of  12,000  to  be  raised. 

This  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers, or  by  draft,  at  an  earlv  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  set  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft  This  will 
give  lime  lor  Congress  to  repeal  the  $300  ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers  will  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  ottered  by  the  Govern- 
ment; the  conscript  will  not.  Volunteers 
select  their  own  company  and  regiment — 
the  conscript  will  be  assigned  without  re- 
gard to  bis  wishes.  The  volunteer  will  be 
honored  by  his  companions  in  arms  and  by 
his  con mry — the  conscript  will  not. 

Recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  from  the 
various  regiments  and  assigned  their  recruit 
ing  posts  hy  the  Adjuiant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  connty,  to  equalize 
the  service  from  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  will  be  made  known  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  lo  furnish  its  allot 
mem  either  in  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  authorities  heretolore 
given,  so  soon  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

Let  no  man  say  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
the  State  Facts  answer  such  declarations 
For  months  you  have  been  called  on  for 
such  service,  and  tailed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  is.  and  mWt  continue  to  be, 
exposed  so  long  as  there  are  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.  The  only  se 
curity  to  your  State  against  invasions  and 
raids,  is  the  destruction  of  the  rebel  armies 
Were  our  old  regiments  full  even  to  the 
minimum,  the  days  of  rebellion  would  be 
numbered,  and  but  few.  The  true  defense  of 
your  Slate  therefore  is  by  filling  the  old  reg- 
iments now  in  the  field.  This  will  give  a 
crushing  force,  which  must  soon  sweep  the 
rebel  armies  from  the  field. 

It's  better  for  you,  and  for  the  service  that 
you  enlist  in  the  old  regiments.  It  secures 
you  from  much  of  the  dancers  of  camp  and 
field,  and  greatly  increases  your  efficiency 
as  a  soldier.  These  regiments  are  now  his 
toric.  They  are  ennobled  by  deeds  of  brave 
suffering  and  lofty  heroism.  Their  banners 
bear  inscriptions  of  living  memories.  By 
volunteering  you  will  become  a  sharer  in 
in  those  living  memories  and  historic  glories 
If  you  would  preserve  the  honorable  name 
of  you  county,  volunteer.

The  first  battery,  consisting  of  four  guns, 
could  riddle  an  ordinary  sized  man  of  war, 
without  materially  lessening  the  force  of 
the  projectile.  It  controls  the  channel  a 
distance  sufficient  to  repel  any  attempt  to 
move  past  the  island,  as  no  commander  of  a 
wooden  vessel  would  wish  to  advanae  in  the 
face  of  guns  whose  effective  merits  are  so 
well  known.  It  would  be  too  foolish  an  un- 
dertaking, and  no  one  but  a  lunatic  would 
ever  expect  to  run  even  this  one  stretch  of 
the  gauntlet. 

Besides  these  batteries,  profiles  are  now 
put  up  for  the  construction  of  earthworks, 
to  defend  the  place  in  case  it  should  ever  be 
necessary  to  work  against  a  force  that  had 
made  a  successlul  landing.  These  works 
are  under  charge  of  Captain  Carroll  of  the 
First  Ohio  Heavy  Artillery,  an  energetic  and 
efficient  officer,  under  whose  instructions 
the  men  are  becoming  very  expert  in  their 
management  of  these  guns.  A  few  days 
ago  a  floating  target  made  of  a  hogshead 
wag  placed  in  the  bay  2,200  yards  from  the 
lour-gun  battery.  Several  shots  were  fired, 
which  proved  conclusivelythe  fact  that  even 
a  small  object  like  this  was  running  great 
risks  in  coining  toward  that  locality.

The  country  has  already  heard  of  John 
Burns,  the  hero  ol  Gettysburg — of  how  the 
old  man  sallied  forth,  a  host  within  himself, 
"to  fight  on  his  own  hook,"  and  how  he  fell 
wounded  after  having  delivered  many  shots 
from  his  trusty  rifle  into  the  faces  and  the 
hearts  of  bis  country's  foes.  John  Burns' 
name  is  already  recorded  among  the  immor- 
tal, to  live  there  while  American  valor  and 
patrotism  have  an  admirer  and  emulator 
But  there  wus  a  heroine  as  well  as  a  hero  of 
Gettysburg.  The  old  hero  Burns  still  lives 
the  heroine,  sweet  Jenny  Wade,  perished 
in  the  din  of  that  awful  fray,  and  she  now 
sleeps  where  the  flowers  once  bloomed,  and 
the  perfume  laden  air  wafted  lovingly  over 
Cemetery  Hill. 

Before  the  battle,  and  while  the  National 
hosts  were  awaiting  the  assaults  ol  the  trai- 
tor foe,  Jenny  Ward  was  busily  engaged  in 
baking  bread  for  the  National  troops.  She 
occupied  a  house  in  range  of  the  guns  ot 
both  armies,  and  the  Rebels  had  sternly 
ordered  her  to  leave  the  premises,  but  this 
she  as  sternly  refused  to  do  While  she  was 
busily  engaged  in  her  patriotio  work  a  mi  Die 
ball  pierced  her  pure  heart,  and  she  fell  a 
holy  sacrifice  in  her  country's  cause.  Almost 
at  the  same  lime  a  Rebel  officer  of  high  rank 
fell  near  where  Jenny  Ward  had  perished. 
The  Rebels  at  once  proceeded  to  prepare  a 
coffin  for  their  fallen  leader  but  about  the 
time  that  was  finished  the  surging  of  the 
comflict  changed  the  positions  ol  the  armies, 
and  Jenny  Wade's  body  was  placed  iu  the 
coffin  designed  for  her  country's  enemy  ;  thus 
the  heroine  of  Gettysburg  was  buried.  The 
incidents  of  the  heroine  and  hero  of  Gettys 
burg  are  beautifully  touching,  noble  and 
sublime 

Old  John  Burn*  was  the  only  man  of 
Gettysburg  who  participated  in  the  struggle 
to  save  the  North  from  invasion,  while  in 
nocenl  Jenny  Wade  was  the  only  sacrifice 
which  the  people  of  that  locality  had  to  of- 
fer on  the  shrine  of  their  country!  Let 
monument  be  erected  on  the  ground  which 
covers  her,  before  which  the  pilgrims  to  the 
holy  tombs  of  the  heroes  of  Gettysburg  can 
bow  and  bless  the  memory  of  Jenny  Wade 
If  the  people  of  Gettysburg  are  not  able 
alone  to  raise  the  funds  to  pay  for  a  suitable 
monument  for  Jenny  Wade,  let  them  send 
a  committee  to  Harrisburg,  and  our  little 
bovs  and  girls  will  assist  in  soliciting  sub 
scriptions  ter  this  holy  purpose.  Before  the 
summer  sunshine  again  kisses  the  grave  ol 
Jenny  Wade;  before  the  summer  birds  once 
more  carol  where  she  sleeps  in  glory;  before 
the  flowers  again  deck  the  plain  made  fa 
mous  by  gallant  deeds,  let  a  monument  rise  to 
greet  the  skies  in  token  of  virtue,  daring  and 
nobleness.

of  place  about  his  house  or  grounds,  and 
his  business  accounts,  amounting  at  times 
to  nearly  half  a  million  annually,  were  al- 
ways balanced  to  a  cent  at  the  close  of  each 
year. 

Through  the  stormiest  times  of  1857,  he 
steered  his  business  so  honorably,  that 
while  houses  esteemed  far  wealthier  sus 
pended,  or  had  to  seek  extensions,  his  passed 
though  as  easily  as  when  the  skillful  pilot 
guides  a  ship  safely  into  port.  No  protest, 
or  even  shade  or  suspicion,  ever  happened 
while  he  was  in  business,  to  any  part  of  the 
conduct  or  credit  of  the  house.  There  were 
heavy  losses  sustained  by  them,  but  no  one 
ever  feared  losing  by  them.  The  secret  of 
the  whole  was  in  the  maxim  to  attend  to 
the  most  disagreeable  duties  of  each  day 
firs'. 

There  are  ten  thousand  men  every  year 
iu  this  country^piined  by  nothing  else  than 
simply  attending  to  pleasant  matters  first, 
and  deferring  the  disagreeable  to  the  last. 
They  all  mean,  when  they  begin,  to  get 
through  the  duties  of  each  day  in  the  day, 
but  beginning  with  the  pleasant  they  prolong 
the  lime  in  these,  and  wakt  up  to  find  that 
the  day  has  passed  and  left  them  no  time  to 
get  through  the  whole.  Disagreable  mat- 
ters then  accumulate  for  want  of  time,  and 
still  more  for  want  of  inclination  alter  the 
enervation  of  pleasure,  until  happiness  is 
thrown  into  confusion,  and  the  mo3l  impor- 
tant matters  to  success  in  life  are  dismissed 
in  the  most  make  shift  hurry  or  altogether 
omitted. 

On  the  other  hand* he  who  places  such 
duties  first,  when  the  mind  is  calm  and 
clear,  and  without  fatigue,  will  not  only  find 
time  for  them  but  accomplish  them  in  half 
the  lime,  because  the  attention  is  fresh.  Nor 
will  such  duties  long  remain  disagreeable. 
Use  will  make  them  easy  and  difficulty 
will  render  them  even  enticing.  The  habit 
of  courage  and  combative  energy  will  be 
kept  up,  and  the  habitual  and  certain  con- 
quest  of  obstacles  will  make  the  presence  of 
difficulty  rather  an  exciting  stimulus  of  a 
pleasurable  character  than  otherwise.  But 
he  who  procrastinates  the  disagreeable  will 
soon  be  sunk  in  shame  and  self-reproach. 
A  moral  cowardice  will  steal  over  him. 
Disgust  will  be  exciled  by  the  simplest  diffi- 
culties that  a  few  strokes  of  his  pen  could 
remove,  and  he  will  either  never  have  any 
hours  left  lor  pleasure,  or  his  very  grati- 
fications become  a  constant  source  of  tor- 
ment. 

To  rise  early  and  lay  a  calm  plan  for  all 
(he  important  business  ol  each  day,  with  a 
deliberate  effort  to  do  a  thing  because  il  is 
right,  and  seek  the  blessing  of  heaven  on 
his  efforts,  honorably  to  do  all  he  can  for 
his  family  and  for  society,  will  not  only  give 
peace  and  pleasure  in  the  most  trying  cir- 
cumstances, but  by  leading  a  man  rapidly 
through  the  disagreeable  parts  and  duties 
of  lite,  leave  him  a  far  larger  portion  of  his 
time  for  unmolested  enjoyment  and  a  grate 
ful,  cheerful  and  happy  life,  even  to  old  age. 
This  is  a  secret  ol  happiness  thai  many 
more  might  find,  if  they  would  but  try  the 
maxim. — \Phila.  Ledger.

We  arc  threatened  with  a  danger  so  munli 
the  more  formidable  because  the  improve- 
ment effected  by  oivilization,  which  has 
bound  the  people  together  by  an  identity  of 
material  interests  would  render  a  war  still 
more  destructive.  Let  us  not  wait,  before 
taking  our  part,  for  sudden  and  irresistible 
events  to  disturb  our  judgment  and  draw  us 
despite  ourselves  into  a  contrary  direction. 
Called  to  the  throne  by  providence  and  the 
will  of  the  French  people,  but  trained  in  the 
school  of  adversity,  it  is  perhaps  less  allow- 
able for  me  than  any  other  to  ignore  the 
rights  of  sovereigns  and  the  legitimate 
aspirations  of  people. 

Thus  I  am  ready,  without  a  preconceived 
system,  to  enter  an  International  Congress 
with  the  spirit  of  moderation  and  justice, 
ordinarily  the  portion  of  those  who  hav«  en- 
dured so  many  various  trials.  If  I  take  the 
initiative  in  thisoverture  I  do  notyieldioan 
impulse  of  vanity,  but  because  I  am  a  sov- 
ereign, the  most  credited  with  ambitious 
projects,  and  I  have  got  it  at  heart  to  prove 
by  a  frank  and  loyal  step  that  my  sole  ob- 
ject is  to  arrive  without  a  shock  at  the  paci- 
fication of  Europe.  If  this  proposition  be 
agreed  to,  I  pray  you  to  accept  Paris  as  'he 
place  of  meeting.  Europe  would  perhap? 
see  some  advantage  in  the  capital  whence 
the  signal  for  overthrow  has  so  many  times 
issued  becoming  the  seat  of  conference* 
destined  to  lay  the  basis  of  general  pacifica- 
tion.

AI 
ter  slowly  rising  out  of  the  lock,  and  taking 
a  bird's  eye  view  of  what  was  going  on  be 
low,  it  descended  upon  a  flock  of  sheep  and 
lambs,  and  carried  off  in  its  talons  a  young 
lamb  from  the  stock  of  Mr.  Gunn,  Brach- 
our, disappearing  on  the  top  of  Dorrery. 
Mr.  Gunn,  having  observed  the  theft,  gave 
chase,  accompanied,  strange  to  say,  by  tho 
ewe  whose  lamb  had  been  taken  away 
Whether  the  mother  had  observed  the  di 
rection  the  eagle  took,  or  merely  followed 
Mr.  Gunn  after  being  deprived  of  its  lamb, 
it  is  impossible  to  say,  but  it  is  certainly 
singular  that  she  should  have  at  once,  with 
out  invitation,  accompanied  him  in  the 
chase  afler  her  young  one.  On  arriving  at 
the  top  of  Dorrery,  the  eagle  was  observed 
resting,  while  the  lamb  was  skipping  about 
uninjured.  The  eagle  maintained  its  posi 
lion  until  Mr.  Gunn  was  within  fifty  yards 
ol  it,  when  it  took  its  flight,  and  Mr.  Gunn 
with  ewe  and  lamb,  returned  to  Brachour, 
the  lamb  beiog  none  the  worse  of  its  aerial 
voyage  in  the  talons  of  the  eagle. — Northern 
Ensign. 


Ik  Marvel  us  a  Farmer. 

In  his  last  book,  "My  Farm  at  Edge- 
wood,"  Ik  Marvel  describes  the  farm  hand 
of  the  olden  time,  now,  alas!  no  more,  but 
instead  of  whom  is  the  machine  laborer. 
The  man  of  "faculty"  has  departed,  leaving 
as  his  successor  one  vastly  inferior  to  him. 
We  copy  the  picture: 

There  lived  some  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago 
in  New  England,  a  race  ol*  men,  American 
born,  and  who,  having  gone  through  a  two 
winters'  course  of  district  school  ciphering 
and  reading,  with  cropped  towheads,  became 
the  most  indefatigable  and  ingenious  of 
farm-workers.  Their  heeing  was  a  slight 
of  hand  ,  they  could  make  an  ox  yoke  or  an 
ax-helve  on  rainy  days;  by  adroit  maupila- 
lion,  they  could  relieve  a  choking  cow,  or  as 
deftly  hive  a  swarm  of  bees.  Their  furrows, 
indeed,  were  not  of  the  straighest,  but  thc?ir 
control  of  a  long  team  ol  oxen  was  a  miracle 
of  guidance. 

They  may  have  carried  a  bitol  Cavendish 
twist  in  their  waistcoat  pockets ;  they  cer- 
tainly did  not  waste  time  at  lavalions;  but 
as  farm  workers  they  had  rare  aptitude;  no 
tool  came  amiss  to  them  ;  they  cradled,  ihey 
churned,  if  need  were;  thev  chopped,  •  and 
piled  their  three  cords  of  wood  between  sun 
and  sun. 

With  bare  feet,  and  a  keen-whetted,  six- 
pound  Blanchard,  they  laid  such  keen  and 
broad  swaths  through  the  fields  of  dewy 
herdsgrass  as  made  "old  country  men"  stare. 
By  a  kind  of  intuition,  they  knew  the  loca 
tion  of  every  tree,  and  of  every  medicinal 
herb  that  grew  in  the  woods.  Rarest  of  all 
which  they  possessed,  was  an  acuteness  of 
understanding,  which  enabled  them  to  com- 
prehend an  order  before  it  was  half  uttered, 
and  to  meet  occasional  and  unforeseen  diffi 
cullies  with  a  steady  assurance,  as  if  they 
ha  I  been  an  accepted  part  of  the  problem. 

Il  was  possible  to  send  such  a  man  into  a 
wood  -with  his  team,  to  select  a  stick  of  tim 
ber,  of  chestnut  or  of  oak,  that  should  mea 
sure  a  given  amount;  he  could  be  trusted  to 
find  such — to  cut  it,  to  score  it,  to  load  it;  if 
the  gearing  broke,  lie  could  be  trusted  to 
mend  il ;  if  the  tree  lodged,  he  could  be  trust 
ed  to  devise  some  artifice  for  bringing  it 
down  ;  and,  finally,  for  iu  sure  and  prompt 
delivery  at  the  point  indicated. 

Your  Irishman,  on  the  other  baud,  balks 
at  the  first  turn  ;  he  must  have  a  multitude 
of  chains;  he  needs  a  boy  to  aid  him  with 
the  team  and  another  to  carry  a  bar;  he 
spend*  an  hour  in  his  doubtful  estimate  of 
{intensions;  but  "begorra  it's  a  lumpish 
tree,"  and  he  thwacks  into  the  rind  a  fool  or 
two  from  the  ground,  so  as  to  leave  a  "nnte' 
Irish  slump;  Half  through  the  bole,  he 
begins  to  doubt  if  it  indeed  be  a  chestnut  or 
a  poplar;  and  casting  his  eye  alofl  to  meas 
ure  it  anew,  an  ancient  wood  pecker  drops 
something  smarting  in  his  eyes,  ami  his  howl 
starts  the  ruminating  team  in  to  contused 
entanglement  among  the  young  wood. 

Having  eased  his  pain  ami  extricate 
his  cattle,  he  pushes  on  with  his  ax  ;  and 
presently,  with  a  light  crash  of  pliant  boughs 
his/timber  is  lodged  in  the  top  of  an  adjoin- 
ing tree.  He  tugs,  and  strains,  and  swears 
and  splits  the  helve  of  his  ax  in  adapting  it 
for  a  lever,  and  presently,  near  to  noon, 
comes  back  for  three  or  four  hands  to  give 
him  a  boost  with  the  tree.  You  return — to 
find  the  team  strayed  through  a  gate  left 
open,  into  a  thriving  corn  field,  and  one  of 
your  pet  tulip  trees  lodged  in  a  lithe  voung 
hickory. 

Och  I  and  it's  a  toolip — it  is'  and  I  was 
thinkin'  'twas  niver  a  chistnut ;  begorra,  it's 
lucky  thin  it  didn't  come  down  intirely." 

FictiTiNO  the  Rrbei.s  witu  Dogs. — Blood 
hounds  are  used  in  the  South  by  slavehoid 
ere  and  Rebels,  to  hunt  slaves  and  conscripts, 
but  we  were  unaware  that  our  forces  made 
use  of  dogs  in  fighting  the  Rebels.    It  ap 
pears,  however,  that  the  91si  New  York 
Volunteers,  in  the  fight  at  Irish  Bond,  was 
assisted  by  a  pet  dog,  which  did  the  full  du 
ty  of  a  soldier  in  the  hottest  of  the  engage 
ment,  and  captured  a  Rebel.    The  91st  was 
heavily  pressed  by  a  whole  brigade  ol  Reb 
els,  when  the  command  was  given  to  charge 
the  enemy.    The  regiuiint  dashed  forward 
at  double-quick,  driving  the  Kebels  before 
them    pell-mell.    The  dog  joined    in  the 
charge,  leading  his  regiment  some  distance 
and,  as  the  Rebels  were  obliged  to  scale 
fence  in  their  flight,  was  soon  upon  their 
heels.     He  made  for  one  of  them,  whom  he 
seized  by  his  rags,  and  there  held  him  until 
a  member  of  the  91st  came  up.    The  Rebel 
though  a  private,  refused  to  surrender  his 
musket   (o  anybody  of  lower  rank  than 
himself.    lie  was  captured  by  a  dog,  never 
theless

The  short  time  for  volunteering  is  rapidly 
drawing  to  a  close.  If  our  quota  is  not  filled 
up  by  the  5th  day  of  January  ,  then  the  dralt 
is  unavoidable — no  further  indulgence  can 
be  granted.  The  troops  ought  to  be  raised, 
and  that  speedily.  If  every  county  and  sec 
tion  would  do  but  half  its  duty  by  bringing 
into  actiou  the  proper  influences. 

The  inducements  held  out  are  more  liberal 
than  have  ever  before  been  offered,  and,  if 
the  war  ends  as  soon  at  many  hope  it  will, 
our  young  men,  many  ot  them,  will  do 
better  in  the  army  than  mauy  of  them  are 
doing  or  can  do  out  of  it. 

We  hope  something  will  be  done  to  stir 
up  the  proper  feeling  in  this  county.  It 
some  one  woulJ  take  the  matter  iQ  hand,  we 
have  no  doubt  but  that  they  would  meet 
with  success.  A  large  county  like  Frank- 
lin should  certainly  be  able  to  raise  the 
small  number  of  41.

Th is  nu  m ber  shou Id  be  raised  by  vol u n teeri  n g, 
for  which  lime  is  given  until  the  filth  day  of 
January  next.  Should  the  enlistments  not 
amount  to  the  required  number  by  lhatday,  a 
draft  will  be  enforced  to  make  up  the  deficit. 

The  accompanying  list  shows  the  exact 
number  each  County  will  be  required  to 
furnish.  Many  of  these  sub  districts  have 
already  exceeded  their  proportions,  and  con- 
sequently no  assignment  is  now  made  them. 
The  enlistments  will  be  entirely  for  those 
Regiments  now  in  the  field,  and  for  the  space 
of  three  years  or  during  the  war.
